N, R, and certain church and 
other organizations may still bring in 
families and place them on farms, 
but they must be definitely provided 
for before they come, If # family nae 
capital and means lo establish itself 
on @ farm it may also come, and 
where members of a family already 
settled In Canada want to come they 
may also get permission, The general 
bulk, however, are debarred with the 
exception of domestic servants

There were also 15 Japanese, but there 
was a special arrangement between 
Canada and Japan timing the Japan- 
ese immigration into Canada 

As compared with April, 1928, there 
Was # substantial decrease in the non- 

referred immigration, The British 
immigration increased from 9,680 to 
10,957, and the United States immi- 
gration from 2,927 to 3,686. The oth- 
er immigration decreased from 14,- 
376 to 11,582 Of the 11,532 only 
about half, or 6,061 were the non- 
preferred 

In addition April saw the return of 
2,641 Oanadians from the United 
Slates, Of these 2.415 were Canadian- 
born subjects, 143 British subjects 
with Canadian domicile, and 95 na- 
turalized Canadians,

less than nine billion dollars and can- 
cel the whole debt 
Big Cut Made 

rhe annuities fixed by the Young 
plan represent a considerable cut in 
Germany's payments which, under the 
Dawes plan in force since 1914, wer 
about $600,000,000 per annum The 
new plan wipes out the Dawes plan 
and all other treaties and agreemcnty 
regarding liquidation of the German 
war debt, The plan is designed by the 
experts, all of whom have signet it 
to come into effect on September 1 of 
this year and operate until] March 31 
1988, when the final payment will be 
due, If Germany 
ligations to which her experts 
put thelr signatures she may there- 
after regard the World War as a thing 
of the past and her promise to pay as 
a scrap of paper 

The committee of experts whose la- 
bors have just been concluded with the 
publication of their report 
into 28,000 words, were not official re-

THE JASPER TRAIL 


Hon, O. L. McPherson says there will 
be money available for considerably more 
road construction in Alberta next year 
than this. The rapidly growing volume of 
provincial revenue, a8 shown by the recent 
annual statement, warrants that hope. 
Central and northern Alberta are entitled 
to expect a very generous share of the 
increased appropriations, in view of the 
larger area to be served and the large 
amount of hignway-building already done

sale of fresh milk in the city) 


unless it has been certified or 
pasteurized is sought by the 
Board of Health, according to 
a resolution to be presented 
to the city cpuncil Monday 
night, 


Kad Comparison 

Only 55 per cent of the fresh milk 
sold in Edmonton today is pasteurized 
the lowest percentage of any city in 
Canada, it has been revealed by an 
investigation of the health depart- 
ment. In practically all other cities 
the percentage of pasteurized milk 
sold ranges from 95 per cent to 100 
per cent, 

The resolution, signed by Dr, D. B 
Leitch, acting medical health officer, 
and Dr. Harold Orr, of the health 
board, strongly urges the necessity of 
pasteurlvation to protect the health 
of the citizens. They point out that 
large numbers of communicable dis- 
case epidemics can be traced to an in- 
fected milk supply and quote such ex- 
amples as: typhoid fever: Glasgow, 
500 cases from one raw milk supply; 
Cologne, 270 cases from one raw milk 
supply; Oakland, Calif, 262 cases 
from one raw milk supply, Scarlet 
fever: London, 284 cases from one 
raw milk supply; Boston, Mass, 195 
cases from one raw milk supply 
Diphtheria: Wellsvale, N.Y,, 84 cases 
from one raw milk supply; Highpark, 
Mass., 69 cases from one raw milk 
supply: Warwick, 64 cases from one 
raw milk supply 

Largely Used 

The health board also refers to the 
fact that milk is one of the most va- 
luable and largely used of all foods 
and is besides the one which, untle 
pure, is likely to be the most danger-

Motor patrol preccrs which have 
supplanted the old horse-drawn grad- 
ers in maintenance work on the Al- 
berta gravelled highways, are proving 
more efficient and more economical,

mainly more or less for experimental 
purposes in the last year or two, have 
been adopted entirely for gravelled

hbiade seven feet wide, much wider 


than that of the old horse grader, but 
also has a searifier, or series of prongs 
which looren the surface of the road

face, as was done in the case 
older appliance, 

Each horse patrol was given an 
elght-mile stretch of highway to 
maintain, that ts, each man had two 
horses, with a gravel wagon for re- 
pair work 


Zach unit of the motor grader coy- 
ers from 20 to 30 miles, according to 
the nature of the road, Light trucks 
are being added to each grader unit, 
in charge of two men, for hauling 
giavel and doing repair work 

“There is no comparison for quality 
of work between the new and old 
types of grader,” said the minister, 
“and I think on the whole the new 
type will be cheaper and will give bet- 
fer results.”
